ALABAMA  BAPTIST  STATE  CONVENTION. 

Seventy-Third  Sesslon--i894. 


The  Alabama  Baptist  State  Convention  met  in  its 

•  seventy-third  session  with  the   Siloam    Baptist  church,  at 

Marion,  Alabama,  at  9  o'clock,  a.  m.,  on  Wednesday,  July 

4,  1894,  having  bjcn  called  to  order  by  W.  C.  Cleveland,  its 

President,  with  Wm.  A.  Davis  as  Secretary. 

2.  Devotional  exercises  were  conducted  by  E.  B. 
Teague. 

3.  Delegates  were  enrolled  as  names  appear  at  end  of 

these  proceedings,  the  list  embracing  all  names  filed  dur- 
ing the  session. 

4.  Officers  were  elected  by  acclamation,  as  follows: 
President— W.  C.  Cleveland. 

First  Vice  President — Richard  C.  Jones. 
Second  Vice  President — Wm.  C.  Ward. 
Secretary — William  A.  Davis. 

5.  An  address  of  welcome  was  made  by  T.  T.  Daugh- 
drill,  to  which  J.  G.  Dickinson  responded  for  the  conven- 
tion.

7.  A.  J.  DickinsonofTered  a  resolution,  which,  after  rc- 
marks  by  him  and  by  E.  B.  Teague,  wa9  unanimously 
adopted,  as  follows: 


RESOLUTION  CONCKKNINO  WOODSON  LKASK. 
Wiikkkas,  Mrs.  Marie  L.  B.  Woodson,  who  owns  the 
life  interest  in  the  lot  and  store  house  in  Selma,  Alabama, 
located  on  the  west  side  of  Broad  street,  between  the 
Meyer's  store  on  the  north  and  the  Craig-  store  on  the  south, 
being  the  property  deeded  by  her  to  this  convention  for 
the  purpose  of  maintaining-  a  widows  and  orphans'  home 
in  Alabama,  reserving-  to  herself  the  use,  income  and 
profits  of  said  property  during  her  lifetime,  all  of  which 
will  more  particularly  appear  from  said  deed,  has  entered 
into  a  contract  of  lease  of  said  store  house  and  lot  with 
Adolph  Eliasberg,  Herman  Kliasbcrg  and  Edward  D.  Eli- 
asberg,  of  date  March  30,  18'M,  for  the  term  of  five  years, 
with  privilege  of  renewal;  and, 

Whereas,  The  parties  to  said  contract  have  applied  to 
this  convention  to  ratify  and  agree  to  said  lease  contract 
as  owner  of  the  remainder  in  said  property;  and, 

Whereas,  The  said  lessees  are  not  bound  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of  said  lease  and  contract  unless  the  same  are 
ratified  and  agreed  to  by  this  convention;  and, 

Whereas,  This  convention  is  not  in  possession  of  the 
requisite  information  to  determine  what  action,  if  any, 
should  be  taken  in  the  premises;  therefore,  be  it 

Kksoi.vkd,  That  said  matter  is  hereby  referred  to  the 
Hoard  of  Directors  of  this  convention,  who  arc  hereby 
authorized,  empowered  and  directed  to  examine  the  same, 
and,  if  in  their  judgment,  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  this 
convention  and  of  the  purposes  for  which  said  property 
was  conveyed  to  it,  that  said  lease  contract  should  be  rati- 
fied and  agreed  to  by  this  convention,  then  said  Board  of 
Directors  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  so  ratify 
and  agrte  to  the  same,  and  to  bind  this  convention  thereby. 

8.  The  program,  as  published  heretofore  in  the  Alabama 
Baptist,  was  considered  as  adopted,  no  one  objecting. 

9.  Geo.  B.  Eager,  its  President,  submitted 

KKPOKT  OF  STATK  KOAKD   OF  MISSIONS. 

The  State  Board  of  Missions  begs  leave  to  submit  its 
annual  report  covering  the  eight  months  which  make  up 
this  convention  year.  Notwithstanding  it  has  been,  even 
more  than  the  previous  year,  a  time  of  financial  distress, 
business  depression,  political  and  industrial  unrest,  and  a 
time  too  when  it  is  feared  that  as  an  after  effect  of  the 
Centennial  Campaign  there  would  be  a  falling  off  in  the 
gifts  of  the  churches,  we  are  able  to  report  an  aggregate 
of  work  and  results  in  view  of  which  we  may  well  thank 
God  and  take  courage. 


ACTUAL     CONSOLIDATION     REALIZED. 

The  final  consummation  of  the  consolidation  of  the  old 
Colportage  and  State  Mission  Hoards  by  the  removal  of  the 
Marion  office  to  Montgomery,  and  the  retention  of  Brother 
J.  B.  Collier  as  office  secretary  and  bookkeeper,  was  effected 
in  December  and  we  were  able  to  begin  the  new  year  with 
the  two  departments  in  one  office,  under  the  same  roof 
with  the  Alabama  Baptist,  and  with  brighter  promise  of 
a  more  united  and  effective  work.  This  promise  we  are 
sure,  has  already  been  sufficiently  realized  to  justify 
amply  the  plan  of  unitication  and  the  removal  to  Mont- 
gomery. The  future,  we  trust,  will  afford  yet  fuller  evi- 
dence of  the  wisdom  of  that  plan.  We  are  convinced  that 
there  is  no  better  center  than  Montgomery  from  which  to 
operate— none  affording  finer  advantages  of  accessibility, 
and  mailing  and  shipping  facilities,  and  none  giving  the 
secretary  a  better  vantage  ground  for  his  multitudinous 
outgoings  and  manifold  work  throughout  the  State. 

The  new  arrangement  has  rendered  the  Colportage  de- 
partment an  important  service  by  making  the  work  of 
sending  out  periodicals  and  books  to  Sunday  schools  and 
Colporters  more  prompt  and  satisfactory,  and  thereby  help- 
ing to  increase  the  patronage  materially.  The  number  of 
Sunday  schools  ordering  literature  through  the  board  has 
greatly  increased;  many  negro  •:.*  hools,  through  Brother 
McAlpine's  influence,  are  now  placing  their  orders  with  us. 
The  Secretary  reports  also  a  large  number  of  churches  on 
our  books  which  have  never  been  interested  previously  in 
general  denominational  work. 

Other  influences  have  contributed,  no  doubt,  to  these 
results,  as  the  Secretary  says,  conspicuously  the  Alabama 
Baptist;  but  this  change  of  base  and  plan  of  operations 
has  played  a  palpable  and  important  part  in  the  matter. 

THE    YBAR*S    WOIIK    REVIEWED. 

Notwithstanding  a  debt  was  left  us  by  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Education,  and  extra  expense  was  incurred  by 
removal  to  Montgomery,  the  financial  exhibit  for  the  eight 
months  under  review  compares  favorably  with  that  made 
in  any  other  year  for  the  corresponding  time.  The  re- 
sponse to  the  Secretary's  appeals  in  behalf  of  our  Ministe- 
rial Students  was  prompt  and  liberal,  and  sixteen  students 
at  Howard  College,  and  one  at  the  Seminary  received  aid 
at  our  hands;  yet  we  report  a  deficit  of  only  $200  on  their 
account.  The  amount  raised  for  State  Missions,  though 
no  associations  have  yet  met,  is  within  $300  of  the  amount 
reported  for  the  same  period  of  last  year.  Our  people 
have  fallen  behind  unaccountably  in  their  gifts  to  Home 


Missions,  having1  given    only  $3,753.00,  but   we  have  col- 
lected as  much  tor  Foreign  Missions  as  in  any  year  of  the 
past  except  two,  anil  one  of  those  was  the  Centennial  Year, 
$7,497.     Our  Evangelists  have  done  a  good  work,  chiefly 
in  regions  where  there  was  crying  need  of  their   services 
and  little  encouragement  to  take  collections;  but  between 
this  and  fall  it  is  expected  that  at  protracted  meetings  and 
"rallies"  which  they  will  hold  at  important  centers,  they 
will  be  able  to  collect  a  considerable  part  of  their  salaries. 
From  the  Secretary's  "summary  of  work"  it  will  be  seen 
that   four  new   churches  have  been   constituted,    twenty- 
seven  Sunday  schools  organized,  318   persons  received   by 
letter,  and  333  baptized  by  our  Missionaries,  or  in  connec- 
tion with  their  labors;  and  that, 

$2,741.72  was  collected  for  Meeting  Houses,

Or,  $3,812.15  in  the  aggregate;  and  that  in  addition  to 
126  subscribers  which  were  secured  to  the  Alabama  Bap- 
tist, and  195  to  Foreign  Mission  Journal.  These  figures 
are  richly  suggestive  of  the  variety  and  effectiveness  of 
the  work  done.  The  success  of  most  of  our  Col  porters  has 
been  exceptionally  gratifying.  They  have  wrought  most 
effectively  in  Randolph,  Henry,  Conecuh,  Chambers,  Tal- 
lapoosa, Lee,  Marengo,  Clark,  Marshall  and  Geneva,  and 
moderately  so  in  some  other  counties.  We  invite  special 
attention  to  what  the  secretary  says  about  their  work.  In 
spite  of  the  hard  times  their  sales  have  been  remarkably 
good,  especially  in  small  Bibles  and  Testaments  on  which, 
however,  we  make  no  profit.  We  urge  that*  the  most  ear- 
nest effort  be  made  in  all  our  churches  and  associations  to 
increase  the  present  Colportagc  fund  until  it  will  afford  us 
a  working  capital  not  to  be  encroached  upon  for  current 
expenses  and  that  our  Sunday  schools  send  their  orders  to 
this  department.  We  call  special  attention  to  so  much  of 
the  Secretaries  reports  as  we  herewith  submit,  and  espe- 
cially to  the  recommendations  looking  to  the  proposed 
summer  campaign,  the  placing  of  our.  Col  portage  work 
upon  a  firmer  and  more  self-sustaining  basis,  and  such 
increase  of  our  force  of  Missionary  Evangelists  as  will 
be  likely  to  result  in  a  wider  awakening  and  a  truer  devel- 
opment of  our  people  in  denominational  activity  and  the 
grace  of  giving.  Geo.  B.  Eager,  President. 


KKPORT   OF   CORRESPONDING   SECRETARY, 

Rev.  Geo.  B.  Eager,  D.  I).,  President; 

Dear  Brother — For  the  eight  months  which  constitute 
the  present  convention  year,  I  have  prosecuted  the  work 
committed  to  my  hands  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

At  every  point  I  have  had  to  confront  difficulties 
which  often  seemed  insurmountable. 

But  God  has  been  with  me  and  with  the  other  em- 
ployees of  the  Hoard  in  marvellous  ways  and  blessed  us, 
though  the  means  of  supporting1  the  missionaries  have 
been  meagre. 

At  the  December  meeting  it  was  determined  finally 
that  the  book  department  should  be  removed  to  Montgom- 
ery and  I  was  instructed  to  look  out  for  suitable  quarters 
and  take  the  necessary  steps  for  the  removal.  After  reflec- 
tion, I  felt  that  the  time  had  come  for  the  two  offices  to  be 
at  the  same  place.  I  recommended,  therefore,  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  the  removal  of  the  Marion  office  to 
Montgomery,  which  they  readily  approved. 

I  was  also  instructed  to  retain  the  services  of  Brother 
J.  B.  Collier  as  office  secretary  and  bookkeeper.  Accord- 
ingly, on  December  27th  the  Marion  office  was  removed, 
and'soon  after  the  books  came  over  from  Opelika.  By  ar- 
rangement with  the  Alabama  Baptist,  the  two  depart- 
ments of  our  work  are  under  the  same  roof  with  the  paper, 
thus  greatly  lessening  the  cost  to  the  Board.  On  account  of 
the  expense  incurred  by  removal,  the  expense  account  this 
year  may  seem  excessive.  The  wisdom  of  the  change  to 
Montgomery  cannot  be  questioned.  The  denomination 
generally  has  approved  it. 

The  cause  of 

MINISTKKIAL     EDUCATION 

was  committed  to  your  Board  by  the  last  Convention  with 
a  considerable  debt  to  be  provided  for.  In  March  I  made  a 
special  appeal  to  the  churches  for  aid  to  support  the  minis- 
terial students  at  Howard  College.  The  response  was 
prompt  and  liberal  and  I  have  the  pleasure  to  report  nine- 
teen ministerial  students  in  the  college,  sixteen  of  whom 
received  aid,  two  at  high  schools  provided  for  bv  their 
associations,  and  five  at  the  Seminary;  only  one  of  whom 
asked  aid  at  our  hands.  We  are  due  Howard  College  now 
about  $200.  There  is  no  cause  we  foster  which  is  nearer 
the  hearts  of  our  people  than  the  education  of  our  young 
ministers. 

HOME     AND    FOKEIGN    MISSIONS. 

The  amount  contributed  to  Home  Missions  by  the  Bap- 
tists of  the  State  to  April  30th,  the  close  of  the  Southern 


Baptist  Convention  year,  was  $3,753.75;  and  to  Foreign 
Missions  $7,497.71. 

For  your  convenience  I  submit  the  following  table,

STATE    MISSIONS. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  eight  months  of  this 
year  have  not  embraced  the  time  of  meeting  of  a  single 
association.  Notwithstanding  this  and  the  unprecedented 
financial  depression,  we  have  raised  for  State  Missions 
within  $300  of  the  amount  reported  for  the  same  period 
last  year. 

it  is  painful  to  see  how  far  short  we  have  fallen  in 
Home  Missions;  but  it  is  gratifying  to  know  we  have  not 
fallen  behind  in  State  Missions  and  we  have  given  as  much 
for  Foreign  Missions  as  in  any  year  of  the  past,  except 
two,  and  one  of  those  was  the  Centennial  year. 

I  wish  to  mention  in  this  connection,  the  importance 
of 

A    MISSIONARY    CAMPAIGN 

to  be  prosecuted  for  three  months  in  the  summer,  the 
Boards  of  the  Southern  Convention  co-operating  with  the 
State  Board  in  arranging  for  the  meetings  and  paying  the 
traveling  expenses  of  such  brethren  as  may  take  part  in 
the  program.  Probably  live  hundred  dollars  would  cover 
the  entire  expenses  for  a  single  year  and  much  of  that 
could  be  collected  at  the  meetings  held.  I  see  no  hope  for 
much  advance  in  our  mission  work  till  something  of  this 
kind  is  adopted. 

SOME   DETAILS    OF   STATE    MISSION*    WORK. 

This  has  been  the  most  painful  year  of  my  experience 
because  of  my  inability  to  settle  promptly  with  the  men 
we  had  employed.  Some  of  them  have  really  suffered  for 
the  want  of  their  salaries. 

Hoping  for  better  times  we  made  arrangements  looking 
to  the  enlargement  of  the  work,  but  the  churches  failed  us, 
chiefly  because  of  the  scarcity  of  money  in  the  country. 


Wc  began  the  year  with  a  debt  of  $868.25.  We  now  owe 
the  missionaries  in  the  neighborhood  of  $1000. 

Our  two  evangelists  have  done  a  good  work,  laboring 
for  the  most  part,  in  regions  where  their  services  were 
most  needed.  They  will  hold  protracted  meetings  and 
Baptist  rallies,  till  the  associations  begin  to  meet  in  Sep- 
tember, at  important  centres.  I  hope  they  will  be  able  to 
make  better  collections  in  this  way.  and  provide  a  consid- 
erable part  of  their  salaries.  I  believe  the  number  of  evan- 
gelists should  be  increased  as  soon  as  we  are  sure  we  have 
the  right  men  and  good  reason  to  believe  their  salaries  can 
be  provided. 

The  plan  of  supplementing  the  salaries  of  pastors,  I 
think,  should  be  given  up  now  except  in  rare  cases. 

MISSIONARY    COI.POWTKKS. 

The  experiment  of  employing  Missionary  Colporters, 
paying  them  a  small  salary  from  the  missionary  fund,  has 
worked  admirably.  We  have  them  in  nine  associations 
regularly  employed.  Brethren  Cainc,  in  the  Bethel;  Par- 
ker, in  the  South  Bethel;  Weaver,  in  the  Rock  Mills;  Hell, 
in  the  East  Liberty;  Register  in  the  Geneva;  and  Stewart, 
in  the  Columbia,  have  done  remarkably  well  in  spite  of  the 
scarcity  of  money.  Besides  these,  we  have  favorable  re- 
ports from  some  others.  They  report  great  demand  for 
small  Testaments  and  Bibles.  On  these  there  is  no  profit 
to  be  made.  Some  of  the  Colporters  report  the  sale  of  all 
this  class  of  books  in  a  few  hours. 

As  fast  as  the  means  can  be  provided  and  suitable  men 
secured  wc  ought  to  increase  the  number  of  Missionary 
Colporters,  hoping  finally  to  have  one  in  each  association 
in  the  State. 

BIHLK   AND    COLPOKTAGE. 

The  office  secretary  has  been  faithful,  prompt  and  ac- 
curate, lie  believes  that  if  wc  were  well  located  on  a 
ground  floor  the  increased  sale  of  books  would  more  than 
meet  the  incurred  expense. 

Wc  recommended  to  the  last  Convention  that  an  at- 
tempt be  made  to  get  an  increase  of  the  Colportage  fund 
in  hand,  by  asking  the  associations  which  contributed  the 
original  fund  to  add  something  to  it  annually,  and  that  wc 
also  ask  the  other  associations  to  raise  permanent  funds  for 
this  purpose. 

There  arc  seventv-five  associations  in  the  State. 
\Twenty-seven  of  these,  with  Bozeman  church  and  the  Sun- 
day school  of  the  First  church  at  Montgomery  furnished 
the  original  Colportage  fund,  amounting  to  $2,4o4;S3.    All 


of  these  gifts  or  funds  do  not  represent  one  hundred  dol- 
lars each,  as  was  intended. 

This  fall  at  the  meetings  of  the  associations  the  plan 
suggested  to  the  convention  ought  to  he  carried  out. 

The  contrihutions  for  Col  portage  work  have  been  very 
small,  but  I  have  named  July  as  the  month  to  press  i(s 
claims.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  get  something  in  this  way. 
I  am  fully  persuaded  that  it  ought  to  be  impressed  on  the 
contributors  that  their  money  is  to  become  a  permanent 
fund  to  uso  in  the  purchase  of  books,  and  not  to  be  paid 
out  for  expenses,  except  to  prevent  absolute  loss  in  the 
business.  I  believe  in  this  way  one  thousand  dollars  can 
be  raised  each  year  and  added  to  the  sum  we  now  have, 
without  interfering  with  regular  collections  for  missions 
SMid  other  purposes.  The  number  of  Sunday  schools  order- 
ing literature  has  greatly  increased.  Through  Brother 
MeAlpinc's  influence  many  of  the  colored  schools  arc 
placing   their  orders  with  us. 

ICNCOU  K  AG  I  NO  KK  ATU  K  KS. 

Amid  the  gloom  that  surrounds  us  this  very  trying 
year,  I  am  glad  to  call  your  attention  to  a  few  things 
which,  to  my  mind,  are  cheering.  More  churches  and 
Sunday  schools  are  adopting  the  monthly  plan  of  taking 
collections  for  missions.  The  number  of  individuals  who 
practice  the  tithing  system  is  increasing.  We  have  on  our 
books  this  year  a  large  number  of  churches  which  never 
gave  before. 

These  improvements  have  been  brought  about  through 
circular  letters  sent  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches  and 
through  the  influence  of  the  Alabama  Baptist.  Thousands 
of  copies  of  the  paper  are  sent  to  the  clerks  of  the  churches 
for  distribution,  and  every  number  of  the  paper,  since  the 
last  convention,  has  been  brimful  of  the  convention  work. 
Instead  of  issuing  the  State  Mission  Quarterly  as  hereto- 
fore, at  an  expense  of  the  Board,  the  proprietors  of  the 
Alabama  Baptist  issue  now,  each  quarter,  an  extra  edition 
of  two  thousand  copies  of  the  paper  as  a  missionary  num- 
ber. For  these  extra  numbers,  I  think  it  would  be  reason- 
able for  the  Board  to  pay  at  least  the  cost  of  the  extra 
issue.  The  small  balance  of  the  Quarterly  fund,  I  paid  out 
for  this  purpose  as  long  as  it  lasted,  as  I  had  many  names 
on  my  list  of  subscribers  to  the  Quarterly  whose  time  had 
not  expired.  However,  let  it  be  understood  the,  proprietors 
of  the  paper  make  no  demand  on  tu,e  Board,  but  leave  it  to 
you  if  you  feel  able. 

My  connection  with  the   paper  this  year  has   saved 


much  to  the  Board  in  the  way  of  traveling  expenses, 
though  I  have  traveled  two  or  three  times  more  than  at  any 
time  since  my  connection  with  the  Hoard. 

SOMK    KKCOMM  KNJ)  ATIONS. 

1.  I  would  recommend  that  the  plan  of  taking  collec- 
tions every  month,  lor  some  object  specified,  be  pressed. 
My  experience  the  pant  year  impresses  me  that  this  is  the 
best  plan  for  all  churches,  and  if  generally  adopted  would 
be  greatly  productive  of  good. 

2.  That  the  Secretary  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  all 
shelf-worn  books  and  to  compromise  with  debtors  where, 
in  his  judgment,  it  is  best.

REPORT  OF  HOWARD  TRUSTEES. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  operations 
of  Howard  College  for  the  scholastic  year  1893-94  were,  in 
many  respects,  under  attending  circumstances,  most  suc- 
cessful. Considering  the.fact  that  at  no  time  in  the  history 
of  the  country  has  there  existed  such  depression  in  busi- 
ness and  so  £reat  scarcity  of  money,  the  attendance  was 
large  and  satisfactory.  One  hundred  and  fifty-two  students 
were  enrolled.  There  were  nineteen  young  men  who  grad- 
uated, and  of  under  graduates  a  large  number  won  distinc- 
tion. The  discipline  maintained  was  excellent,  and  good 
order  prevailed.     The  relations  existing  between  the  mem- 
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bers  of  the  faculty  and  the  students,  were  cordial, 
friendly  and  most  pleasant.  Faculty  and  students  worked 
well  and  accomplished  a  great  deal  in  the  studies  found  in 
the  curriculum.  Indicative  of  the  pleasant  personal  relations 
existing,  immediately  preceding"  the  commencement  exet- 
cises,  the  students,  learning  that  the  president  desired 
the  college  grounds  put  in  order,  went  to  work  of  their 
own  motion  and  removed  all  the  pines,  digging  them  up, 
and  carrying"  trees  and  stumps  without  the  campus;  and 
graded  and  made  walks.  This  was  done  cheerfully  and 
largely  because  it  was  seen  that  it  would  give  great  pleas- 
ure to  the  president.  Through  the  elTorts  of  Rev.  W.  A. 
Whittle,  some  verv  necessary  brick  work  has  been  done  in 
front  of  the  main  building,  making  a  beautiful  terrace, 
and  the  wooden  buildings  were  repaired  and  beautifully 
painted.  The  college  is  very  much  improved  in  appear- 
ance and  in  fact. 

BIBLE    STUDY    AND    RBUGIOU5   WORK. 

A  new  feature  in  the  college  course  was  introduced. 
The  Bible  has  become  a  part  of  the  college  course  and  the 
study  of  it  conducted  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Mc(iaha. 
In  this  the  students  became  very  much  interested;  aud 
when,  in  the  early  spring",  Rev.  L.  O.  Dawson  and  Kev. 
J.  H.  Foster  began  a  series  of  services  in  the  college  church 
the  ground  was  already  fallowed  for  planting  and  a  great 
harvest  was  gathered.  As  a  most  gratifying  result  all  the 
young  men,  except  one,  in  the  barracks,  who  were  not  re- 
ligious, were  converted.  So,  if  never  before,  the  college 
became  the  Lord's. 

FINANCIAL   STANDING. 

It  was  ascertained  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  that 
the  college  was  in  arrears  with  persons  who  had  supplied 
what  was  necessary  in  the  operation  of  the  colleg-e  about  the 
sum  of  $2,000.  T^his  was  in  addition  to  the  sum  contrib- 
uted to  meet  the  apprehended  deficit,  and  was  paid  out  of 
the  receipts  of  the  early  months  of  the  session.  While  the 
receipts  of  the  college  and  the  amounts  unpaid  were  suffi- 
cient to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  college,  yet  because  of 
the  paymentof  the  arrearages  for  the  preceding"  year,  itwill 
be  necessary  to  carry  to  the  debit  of  next  year,  this  deficit 
which  is  owing  to  the  faculty.  From  boarding"  depart- 
ment and  all  other  sources  since  1st  June  1893  to  close  of 
scholastic  year,  in  the  operation  of  the  college,. there  was 
collected  the  sum  of  $13,373.44.  There  has  been  expended 
in  the  operation  of  the  college  and  payment  of  salaries 
since  1st  of  June,  1893,  the  sum  of  $13,380.12. 
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THE  BUILDING    AND  MORTGAGE    DEBTS

It  will  be  readily  seen  that  if  the  brethren  who  have 
made  subscriptions  will  pay  what  they  owe,  it  will  be  easy 
to  manage  the  college  debts.  The  balance  that  will  re- 
main can  be  easily  funded,  and  if  necessary  to  do  so,  and 
Baptists  are  loyal,  from  present  indications  growing  out 
of  the  present  management,  the  faculty  may  be  able  to  pay 
the  interest  on  the  funded  debt.  Many,  and  some  of  our 
best  people,  refuse  to  pay,  because  they  say  the  college 
must  fail.  Such  men,  if  the  Lord  did  not  prevent,  make 
failure.  If  there  is  failure,  the  defaulters  will  be  charge- 
able. Will  not  all  help  tide  over  the  shallows  threaten- 
ing us? 

AFFILIATION. 

The  trustees  after  investigation  advise  that  further 
discussion  of  the  proposition  to  affiliate  with  the  Univer- 
sity of  Chicago  be  postponed.  It  is  proper,  however,  that 
it  be  known  that  we  cannot  expect  aid  as  long  as  the  col- 
lege is  burdened  with  a  building  debt.  Pay  off  the  building 
debt,  and  great  prosperity  will  come  to  the  college. 

CO-EDUCATION. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  recommends  that  the  conven- 
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tion  authorize  that  young  women  may  be  admitted  to  all 
the  privileges  of  the  college,  beginning  with  the  junior 
class  and  thence  forward  completing  the  college  course. 
This  is  suggested  by  what  has  already  been  done  by  other 
schools  offering  higher  education  in  Alabama  and  other 
States.  An  opportunity  will  in  this  way  be  given  to  young 
women  who  have  completed  the  courses  prescribed  in  fe- 
male colleges,  and  the  young  women  in  the  immediate 
neighborhood  of  the  college  to  obtain  more  advanced  schol- 
arship. Such  a  measure  cannot  affect  female  institutes 
under  Baptist  patronage  and  will  extend  the  usefulness  of 
the  Howard. 

FUNDING  THE  DKBT. 

Before  another  session  of  the  convention  the  mort- 
gage debt  of  $40,000  will  have  matured.  The  conven- 
tion should  instruct  some  one  to  fund  the  debt  and  execute 
a  mortgage  to  secure  the  same.  Acting  promptly  in  the 
premises,  better  terms  may  be  secured.  The  title  to  the 
property  mortgaged  is  vested  in  Rev.  D.  I.  Purser,  D.  D., 
by  a  deed  from  the  East  Lake  Land  Company  empowering 
him  to  execute  a  mortgage  to  secure  the  obligations  of  the 
Howard  College. 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  there  were  present— W.  H. 
Wood,  F.  M.  Wood,  R.  W.  Beck,  Dr.  Sam.  W.  Welch,  M.

Resolved.  That  the  Alabama  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion hereby  authorizes  Eugene  F.  Enslen  and  W.  A.  Whit- 
tle, under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Howard  College,  to  fund  and  extend  the  mortgage  debt  of 
the  Howard  College  by  the  execution  of  new  bonds  and  a 
mortgage;  aud  to  have  the  trustee  in  the  deed  conveying 
the  land  mortgaged  execute  the  mortgage.  The  presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college  is  authorized 
to  execute  the  necessary  bonds. 

RESOLVED  2,  That,  if  it  can  be  done,  enough  money 
be  borrowed  to  pay  the  debts  for  which  there  is  no  security. 

17.  J.  B.  Lovelace,  President  of  the  Board,  read  the 
REPORT  OF  JUDSON  TRUSTEES. 

We  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Judson  Female  Institute. 

The  fifty-sixth  annual  session  closed  the  31st  day  of  May 
last,  having  been  in  successful  operation  since  the  28th 
day  of  September,  1893. 

Seven  literary  teachers  including  the  president  and  the 
governess,  had  been  engaged.  By  the  resignation  of  one 
of  them  in  November,  the  entire  work  of  the  literary  and 
administrative  departments  of  the  school  devolved  upon 
four  teachers  and  the  two  officers  mentioned,  for  the 
greater  part  of  the  session. 

For  the  music  department  four  teachers  had  been  elected. 
From  the  20th  of  January  three  teachers  had  charge  of  the 
pupils  and  the  studies  of  music.  The  art  department  em- 
ployed one  teacher.  The  exhibition  of  the  work  of  all  the 
departments  of  the  school,  which  lasted  for  four  days  dur- 
ing the  recent  anniversaries,  has  not  in  our  judgment  been 
surpassed  during  our  term  of  office.  This  fact  is  thus 
briefly  stated  as  our  hearty  endorsement  of  the  work  done 
by  the  teachers  and  pupils  for  the  entire  session.  Large 
numbers  of  visitors  greatly  enjoyed  the  exercises;  and  the 
pupils  manifested  enthusiastic  devotion  to  the  school. 

The  home  department  was  under  the  efficient  manage- 
ment of  the  officers  to  whom  we  had  committed  it  for  sev- 
eral years  patt. 

The  number  of  pupils  on  the  roll  is  one  hundred  and 
three — comprising  seventy-nine  literary  students,  nineteen 
irregulars,  five  post  graduates,  sixty-three  piano  pupils, 
sixteen  students  of  vocal  music,  eighteen  students  of  elo- 
cution, and  thirteen  in  art. 
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There  were  sixty-one  pupils  that  boarded  in  the  Judson. 
The  attendance  is  one-fourth  smaller  then  the  average  at- 
tendance for  the  past  seven  years.  So  far  as  we  were  able 
we  have  reduced  the  expenses  of  operation.  It  would  be 
expected,  generally,  that  a  policy  of  retrenchment  in  ex- 
penses would  produce  dissatisfaction  in  a  school.  On  the 
contrary  the  teachers  accepted  an  extraordinary  amount  of 
work  with  alacrity.  The  students  also  cast  about  in  their 
minds  for  what  they  could  do  to  provide  against  the  re- 
currence of  similar  difficulties  and  organized  a  plan  for 
the  payment  of  the  salary  of  the  teacher  of  languages  for 
the  next  session  and  for  the  permanent  endowment  of  the 
chair  of  languages. 

Since  the  session  has  closed  the  Alumnae  Society,  as  we 
learn,  has  undertaken  a  larger  and  similar  effort.  Such 
a  spirit  of  devotion  springs  not  often  from  a  difficult  situa- 
tion. Mention  is  made  of  it  as  an  attestation  to  the  excel- 
lence of  the  work  that  is  done  at  the  Judson,  with  the 
thought  in  our  minds  also,  that  it  would  afford  you  pleasure 
to  hear  of  these  things. 

The  last  Convention  authorized  us  to  raise  $9,000,  or  as 
much  as  possible,  by  an  appeal  to  the  denomination,  and 
to  issue  new  bonds  at  as  low  a  rate  of  interest  as  possible 
to  retire  the  remainder  of  the  maturing  bonds.  The  trus- 
tees have  been  desirous  of  carrying  out  your  instructions 
in  this  matter.  We  have  been  advised  by  the  best  and 
wisest  brethren  in  different  parts  of  the  state  that  it  would 
not  be  well  to  put  an  agent  in  the  field  for  the  purpose  of 
soliciting  for  this  fund.  We  have  been  assured  that  in  the 
difficult  times  that  have  followed  since  your  last  session 
such  an  agent  would  not  make  his  expenses.  There  are 
brethren  in  the  pastorate  in  every  part  of  the  state  who 
have  been  willing  to  help  us  raise  money  for  the  Judson. 
These  brethren  too  have  infoimed  us  that  it  will  not  be 
possible  to  raise  money  on   their   fields   before   next   fall. 

Therefore  we  have  made  no  appeal  through  the  pastors 
and  we  have  appointed  no  agent  to  visit  the  people  in  this 
interest.  We  did  however  appoint  the  President  of  the 
Judson  our  agent  for  some  special  work  in  raising  funds. 
He  received  the  same  advice  from  wise  and  liberal  brethren 
that  the  board  had  received.  Through  his  efforts  and  the 
generosity  of  certain  brethren,  the  sum  of  $3,000  was  ob- 
tained as  a  loan  to  provide  for  a  part  of  the  deficiency  of 
the  past  two  sessions. 

This  loan  is  a  part  of  the  debt  to  be  reported  further  on. 
We  have  made  repeated  efforts  to  provide  for  the  bonded 
debt  according  to  your  instructions.  We  have  not  as  yet  been 
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able  to  do  so  satisfactorily,  but  wo  shall  continue  our  efforts 
nevertheless. 

At  your  last  session  wc  reported  to  you  that  the  current 
expenses  of  the  scholastic  year  were  greater  than  the 
income.  This  was  true  also  of  the  session  preceding 
the  last.  The  floating  debt  amounts  to  $6,746.65.  This 
will  be  reduced  by  assets  believed  to  be  good  $2,186.29, 
leaving  a  balance  to  be  provided  for  of  $4,560.36. 

We  would  submit  some  facts  for  your  consideration  in 
explanation  of  the  existence  of  this  debt.  These  facts 
have  been  derived  from  a  careful  examination  of  the 
books,  the  investigation  beginning  with  Dr.  Averett's  ad- 
r  iinistration  June  14,  1887,  and  ending  with  the  date  of 
his  report.

The  floating  debt,  after  deducting  cash  on  hand  and  ac- 
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counts  and  notes  believed  to  be  good,  as  stated  above,  is 
$4,560.36;  the  diiTerence  is  $5,748.05. 

Thus  it  is  shown  that  but  for  having"  to  pay  so  large  an 
amount  of  interest  and  $1,000  on  bonded  debt,  the  Board 
would  owe  no  floating"  debt,  but  would  have  a  surplus, 
having  paid  current  expenses,  kept  up  annual  repairs  and 
insurance,  and  added  largely  to  the  property  of  the  school. 

We  do  not  however  consider  the  acquisition  and  preserva- 
tion of  property  for  the  school  to  be  the  greatest  work  that 
God  has  enabled  us  to  do  during  the  period  under  review. 
In  that  time  there  have  been  enrolled  973  students.  Of 
this  number  649  received  each  a  share  of  the  benefits  de- 
rived from  the  peculiar  training  of  the  home  life  in  the 
school.  The  average  annual  attendance  has  been  139, 
and  the  average  attendance  of  boarders  93.  In  conclusion, 
we  must  ask  your  attention  to  the  floating  debt  reported 
above.  At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  no  one 
was  able  to  propose  a  plan  for  organizing  the  work  for  the 
session  1894-5  with  this  debt  unprovided  for.  We  .ask  for 
the  assistance  and  instruction  of  the  Convcnton  in  this 
matter.

P.  S. — At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
the  Executive  Committee  were  directed  to  examine  the 
charges  existing  in  the  Judson,  and,  if  in  their  judgment 
any  reduction  could  be  made  from  present  rates,  to  make 
the  same.  After  careful  consideration  and  comparison 
made  of  charges  of  other  institutions  of  like  grade,  the 
Judson's  charges  were  found  to  be  as  low  as  nny.  Yet  we 
have  made  some  changes.  One  is  a  reduction  of  $40.00  in 
favor  of  ministers  of  the  Gospel  actively  engaged  in  their 
calling.  Board  and  tuition  are  furnished  to  the  daughters 
of  such  ministers  for  $100,  per  session.  Ornamental  branches 
are  furnished  to  them  at  the  regular  rates  for  all  pupils.

^V  REPORT  ON  ORPHAN'S  HOME. 

The  Board  of  Managers  of  The  Louise  Short  Baptist 
Widows  and  Orphans'  Home  submits  the  following*  report  of 
the  management  of  the  home  since  the  last  convention,  to- 
wit: 

Immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the  convention  in 
November  last  at  Greenville,  a  special  committee  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  visited  Evergreen  to  inspect  certain  pieces 
of  property  which  had  been  offered  for  sale  as  a  permanent 
location  of  the  Home. 

After  inspecting  the  property  and  carefully  consider- 
ing the  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  the  several  par- 
cels and  the  buildings  thereon,  together  with  their  suscep- 
tibility to  future  improvement  and  enhancement  in  value, 
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the  committee  wisely  decided  to  purchase  the  Rabb  resi- 
dence with  eighty  acres  of  land  attached  at  $5,000,  paya- 
ble in  three  annual  installments,  the  first  of  which  was 
due  and  paid  on  the  first  day  of  January  last  or  soon  there- 
after, when  possession  was  given  and  the  children  moved  in. 

This  residence  contains  ten  rooms  and  is  a  substantial 
brick  structure  with  some  brick  outbuildings  and  walls 
containing-  about  200,000  bricks  which  can  be  utilized  in 
such  extensions  to  the  main  building"  as  may  be  hereafter 
decided  upon.  The  property  is  adjacent  to  the  new  school 
property  known  as  the  Southwestern  Alabama  Agricul- 
tural College,  and  that  portion  which  may  not  be  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  Home,  will  find  a  ready  market  as  resi- 
dence property  to  those  who  may  move  there  to  secure  the 
advantages  of  the  school. 

When  we  moved  into  the  Home,  there  were  twenty- 
three  children  under  the  supervision  of  the  matron  and 
two  assistants.  Since  that  time  we  have  received  eleven 
children  and  have  let  out  by  adoption  two  boys  and  one 
girl,  leaving1  now  in  the  Home  thirty-one  children. 

Taking-  into  consideration  that  these  children  were 
picked  up  here  and  there,  as  they  were  left  in  destitution 
from  various  causes,  it  is  remarkable  how  tractable,  brig-ht 
and  smart  they  are. 

THAI  NINO. 

The  training-  within  the  Home  is  intended  to  be,  as  far 
as  practicable,  similar  to  that  of  a  well-regulated  Chris- 
tian family,  the  children  being"  required  to  perform  such 
allotted  duties  as  are  suited  to  their  ability  and  capacity, 
to  g"o  to  school,  observe  family  worship,  attend  Sunday 
school  and  church. 

BOAKD  OK  VISITORS. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  a  Board  of 
Visitors,  composed  of  ladies  of  the  Evergreen  church,  was 
organized  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  the  Home  at  least 
once  a  week  to  inspect  its  internal  management  and  make 
such  suggestions  as  to  improvement  in  methods,  procuring 
needed  supplies  of  clothing,  furniture  and  other  things,  as 
they  might  deem  proper. 

This  Board  has  been  faithful  and  helpful  in  the  per- 
formance of  iti  duties  and,  in  addition  to  other  needed 
work,  it  has  raiseu  about  $75  with  which  to  purchase  a 
much  needed  cooking  range. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

We  are  in  need  of  additional  rooms  and  especially  a  com- 
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modious  dining  room  and  kitchen,  and  we  appeal  to  the 
denominatiou  to  adopt  the  plan  in  every  church  and  Sun- 
day school  of  taking  up  a  monthly  collection  for  the  Or- 
phanage which  will  enable  us  to  begin  and  continue  such 
needed  improvements  as  may  be  required  from  time  to 
time.  It  is  our  judgment  that  we  had  better  build  accord- 
ing to  a  definite  p'an  and  in  a  substantial  manner,  rather 
than  in  a  haphaz,  rd  and  temporary  way,  which  will  be 
unsatisfactory  and  ultimately  result  in  loss. 

APPRENTICESHIP  AND  ADOPTION. 

Under  our  charter  we  have  two  ways  of  disposing  of 
the  children,  to-wit:  Apprenticeship  and  adoption. 

We  have  suitable  blanks  for  this  purpose,  carefully 
p/cpared  as  provided  for  in  the  charter  and  so  guarded 
that  we  can  exercise  a  proper  supervision  of  each  child  we 
let  out,  and  take  them  back  in  the  event  of  improper  treat- 
ment or  other  sufficient  reason.  We  have  let  out  by  adop- 
tion two  boys  and  one  girl  and  have  other  applications  now 
pending. 

TKTST  PKOPKKTY. 

At  the  last  State  Convention,  Mrs.  M.  L.  B.  Woodson, 
who  had  previously  donated  certain  property  in  this  State 
and  in  Florida  to  the  Home  on  certain  conditions,  retaining 
the  use  and  management  thereof  during  her  natural  life, 
decided  to  make  an  immediate  gift  of  the  property  in  Flor- 
ida, the  same  being  ar  orange  grove,  and  to  turn  over  the 
rents,  incomes,  profits  and  management  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Managers.  A  proper  conveyance  was  prepared 
by  us  and  executed  by  her,  and  we  now  have  charge  of  that 
property,  a  detailed  account  of  which  will  be  given  in  the 
report  of  our  Financial  Secretary. 

CHAKTXK. 

We  call  attention  to  the  charter  of  the  Home  and  its 
need  of  simplification  and  amendment.  We  recommend 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  revise  the  char- 
ter and  have  the  same  changed  by  the  next  general  assem- 
bly. A  simple  reading  of  the  present  charter  will  convince 
any  one  conversant  with  such  matters  of  the  importance 
of  this  recommendation. 

FINANCIAL  SKCKKTAKY. 

Rev.  J.  W.  Stewart  was  appointed  Financial  Secretary 
of  the  Orphanage  soon  after  the  last  convention,  and  at 
once  entered  upon  his  duties  which  have  been  diligently 
performed  by  him  with  fair  success,  considering  the  strin- 
gency in  financial  matters.  His  report  will  give  in  detail 
what  has  been  done. 
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111  conclusion  we  desire  to  thank  all  who  have  so  gen- 
erously contributed  money,  clothing",  furniture,  provisions 
and  other  thing's  to  aid  us  in  the  work  and  we  pray  God's 
blessings  upon  them  and  all  others  whose  hearts  may  he 
open  to  the  orphans1  cry  and  the  widows'  need.  Our  needs 
are  great  and  numerous,  hut  they  are  not  greater  than 
(iod's  promises  or  more  numerous  than  his  blessings, 
neither  are  they  beyond  the  power  of  willing-hearted 
Christians  to  meet  and  satisfy

Of  this  there  is  a  special  fund  of  $78.50  for  the  pur- 
pose of  buying  a  cooking  range,  leaving  for  general  use 
$54.30,  against  which  there  is  due  employes  $11.00,  and  for 
firewood,  poultry  and  cows  $4(>.70,  leaving  the  treasury 
practically  empty.  There  have  also  been  gifts  of  clothing, 
goods,  provisions,  quilts,  furniture,  etc.,  valuejj  at  $264.85 
and  similar  yifts  not  valued  that  were,  perhaps,  worth 
$75— making  in  SUch  gifts  $339.85.  At  the  convention  last 
November  Mrs.  Woodson  signified  her  purpose  of  turning 
over  to  the  trustees  her  Florida  property  which  she  had  he- 
fore  generously  deeded  to  the  denomination.  The  transfer 
was  made  in  December.  That  property  being  remotely  lo- 
cated, and  in  condition  not  to  yield  income  enough  to  secure 
the  services  of  a  competent  agent,  it  was  thought  best  to 
h«;ise  it  for  a  term  of  years;  the  President  of  the  Hoard  of 
Trustees  has,  therefore,  executed  a  lease  upon  it  for  eight, 
years,  by  the  terms  of  which  we  are  to  have  the  place  taken 
care  of,  improved,  and  the  taxes  paid. 

The  home  purchased  by  the  trustees  last  fall  will  in  a 
few  years  be  the  most  desirable  piece  of  property  of  the 
kind  that  any  denomination  possesses.  We  have  a  small 
crop  growing  that  gives  promts  \  of  bread  to  the  eater,  as 
well  a*  it  has  already  furnished  training  to  the  producer. 
It  is  not  corn  that  we  are  trying  to  make  by  farming  so 
much  as  it  is  men.  On  the  farm  WJ  greatly  need  a  horse 
and  wagon.  About  the  house  we  need  a  large  dining  room 
and  kitchen,  and  especially  some  means  of  raising  water 
for  the  purpose  of  drainage.  This  n -;cd  is  the  more  urgent 
for  the  perpetuity  of  the  excellent  health  we  have  been 
enjoying. 
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1.  I  recommend  that  the  pastors  take  collections  regu- 
larly for  the  Orphange,  as  for  missions  or  other  purposes, 
as  some  of  the  churches  do  now. 

2.  That  in  December  every  church  in  the  State  and  all 
the  friends  who  are  willing"  to  help  send  us  a  contribution 
toward  making"  the  second  payment,  which  will  amount  to 
about  $1,80C. 

We  have  many   applications  to  take   children  in  the 
Home  which  we  must  decline,  and  about  as  many  to  take 
them  out  that  we  cannot  afford  to  fill.

KKPOKT  ON  STATE   BOARD'S    KKCOMMKNDATIONS. 

For  economy,  practicability  and  permanent  results  the 
Colportag"e  work  commends  itself  to  the  judgment,  sym- 
pathy and  practical  support  of  Alabama  Baptists.  Your 
committee  call  attention  to  and  cordially  endorse  the  ex- 
pressed purpose  of  the  Board  to  enlarge  operations  in  this 
direction  until  the  permanent  fund  shall  be  increased  to 
$2,000,  and  a  suitable  man  shall  be  employed  in  every  as- 
sociation in  the  State.  We  recommend  that  at  their  ear- 
liest convenience,  pastors  in  this  convention  be  requested 
to  present  the  claims  of  this  work  to  their  churches,  and 
that  the  Board  take  such  steps  as  shall  seem  best  to  bring 
associations  and  churches  in  sympathetic  co-operation. 

We  recommend  that  the  Board  be  entrusted  to  act  at 
discretion  in  the  matter  of  paying  for  extra  papers  of  the 
Missionary  number  of  the  Alabama  Baptist,  and  also  in 
the  matter  of  locating  the  store  in  Montgomery. 

The  proposal  of  the  Board  to  decrease  the  number  of 
the  missionary  pastors  and  increase  the  number  of  the 
evangelists  and  missionary  colporters  involves  a  change  in 
methods  which  should  not  be  adopted  without  deliberation. 
But  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  such  a  change  would 
be  wise:  it  is  therefore  endorsed.    The  enlargement  here 
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contemplated  will  require  enlarged  contributions.  We  re- 
commend, therefore,  that  the  State  Board  in  consultation 
with  the  three  Boards  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
adopt,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  system  of  "rallies"  and 
"missionary  meetings"  which  proved  so  helpful  during  the 
Centennial  Year.

RKPOHT  ON  EDUCATION. 

True  education  is  the  best  legacy  we  can  give  our  chil- 
dren. Ships  may  sink,  stores  may  be  burned,  money  de- 
posits may  be  lost  with  breaking  banks,  but  that  character 
which  has  been  molded  into  beautiful  symmetry  by  the  ar- 
tistic hand  of  education,  is  ever  a  source  of  revenue  to  its 
possessor,  and  its  dividends  are  declared  with  absolute  cer- 
tainty. Right  education  is  not  simply  storing  the  mind 
with  the  subject  matter  of  school  books;  neither  is  it  the 
honorable  completion  of  college  curriculums;  but  such  a 
development  of  the  body,  such  a  cultivation  of  the  mind, 
and  such  a  training  of  the  atfections,  that  the  whole  be- 
ing-, with  fully  and  uniformly  developjd  p>wjrs,  is  made 
capable  of  discharging  his  duty  to  himself,  to  his  fellow- 
men,  to  his  country,  and  by  divine  grace  to  his  God.  True 
education  is  not  confined  alone  to  mental  development,  but 
it  is  the  building  of  character,  the  manufacture  to  a  very 
great  degree,  of  destiny.  We  need  to  be  educated;  we 
need  religious  education;  education  in  the  pulpit  and  in 
the  pew;  in  the  church,  and  in  the  home.  Think  of  the 
rising  ministry  who  are  struggling  to  acquire  a  knowledge 
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of  divine  truth;  see  their  need  of  assistance  to  make  those 
intellectual  preparations  by  which  they  may  be  workmen 
that  need  not  be  ashamed.  The  present  state  of  society 
calls  for,  the  church  needs,  and  God  requires  a  ministry 
with  a  pure  heart  and  a  sound  head,  richly  stored  with 
everything*  that  mxy  assist  in  the  proclamation  of  the 
gospel. 

To  accomplish  this  we  have  the  most  abundant  facili- 
ties. We  have  the  Howard  College  and  our  Theological 
Seminary,  which  are  adequate  to  supply  every  want  in  this 
direction.  As  to  other  schools  under  Baptist  control,  we 
have  the  Judson  Institute,  the  Marion  Military  Institute, 
and  the  Alabama  Central  Female  College,  schools  of  which 
we  are  justly  proud  and  which  are  in  every  way  worthy 
our  patronage  and  support.

RKPOKT  ON  TKMPEKANCR. 

We  are  a  great  people  (we  Baptists),  in  many  respects 
— especially  in  resolutions.  We  need  to  be  greater  still- 
in  KKVolutions.  To  kksolvk  is  good— sometimes.  To  kk- 
volve  is  better — oftentimes.  It  is  easy  to  collect  and  com- 
pile statistics  and  then  frame  elaborate  resolutions,  on  the 
strength  of  them.  Over  a  thousand  millions  of  dollars 
spent  yearly  in  the  United  States  on  liquor,  against  eighty 
odd  millions  for  education  and  ten  or  twelve  millions  for 
Christian  missions.  It  is  right  to  report  such  figures  as 
these,  when  authentic,  and  to  study  them.  It  is  also  the 
proper  thing  to  contemplate,  from  time  to  time,  the  ghastly 
spectacle  of  a  hundred  thousand  (more  or  less)  dead 
drunkards  per  annum  in  our  country;  four  times  that  num- 
ber, perhaps,  of  rum-cursed  souls;  the  thousands  upon 
thousands  of  ruined,  desolated  homes;  the  pale  swarms  of 
wailing  widows  and  misery-maddened  mothers,  the  my- 
riads of  demon-driven  and  hell-bound  children— all  because 
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of  drink!  There  can  be  no  objection  to  the  passage  of  res- 
olutions -condemning  the  liquor  habit  and  denouncing"  the 
liquor  traffic.  But  we  want  more  than  all  that.  We  want 
to  go  forth  from  this  place  an  army  of  temperance  cru- 
saders, every  man  of  us  in  the  spirit  of  Peter,  the  Hermit, 
to  stir  up  our  churches  and  communities,  determined  on 
"war  to  the  knife  and  knife  to  the  hilt"  against  liquor  and 
liquor  dealing  in  all  its  forms.

sold  in  any  town  where  a  State  or  denominational  college 
is  located. 

After  remarks  by  W.  A.  Bellamy  and  J.  R.  Caldwell, 
the  report  was  adopted,  as  amended.

•  RKPORT  ON    HOMK  MISSIONS. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  makes  a  most  gratifying 
showing  for  the  year.  It  has  had  in  its  employ.during  the 
last  convention  year,  ending  April  30,  1894,  more  than  300 
laborers,  4,470  have  been  baptized  and  4,039  added  by  let- 
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tor:  total  addition  to  the  churches,  8,5<>l>.  Besides  this 
work,  42<)  Sunday  schools  have  been  established,  52, 197  re- 
ligious visits  were  made;  633  new  churches  were  consti- 
tuted; 67  houses  built;  1,150  Bibles  and  Testaments  dis- 
tributed, and  390,750  tracts  distributed.  More  than  $70,- 
000  have  been  raised,  of  which,  sad  to  say,  Alabama  has 
raised  less  than  $4,000. 

The  Woman's  Mission  Societies  of  the  churches  have 
contributed  $21,613  to  the  work  of  Home  Missions. 

Work  among  the  foreign  population  is  slow  and  diffi- 
cult, but  substantial  when  accomplished.  Fifty  thousand 
emigrants  from  foreign  shores  annually  enter  the  port  of 
Baltimore.  So  in  Kansas  City  and  among  the  Mexicans  in 
Texas,  as  well  as  in  many  other  places,  effective  work  is 
being  done. 

Among  the  Indians  we  now  have  301  churches  with  an 
aggregate  membership  of  13,844.  Many  whites  moving 
ijito  this  territoy  need  the  attention  of  this  Hoard. 

In  behalf  of  the  negroes,  the  Hoard  has  not  neglected 
to  extend  a  hand  of  help.  Work  has  been  especially  done 
for  the  training  of  the  colored  preachers.  Dr.  J.  M.  Brit- 
tain,  in  Georgia,  and  Rev.  W.  II.  Mc Alpine,  in  Alabama, 
have  done  good  work. 

The  Board  needs  the  sympathy,  prayers  and  enlarged 
contributions  of  all  our  people.  What  a  vast  work  it  is 
possible  for  this  Board  to  accomplish,  if  the  Baptists  of  the 
South  would  only  place  the  means  in  its  hands,  which  they 
arc  fully  able  to  do! 

This  year  closes  the  half  century  of  the  existence  of 
our  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  What  advancement  has 
the  grace  of  God  enabled  us  to  make?  Our 'numbers  have 
increased  from  450,000  to  2,500,000,  an  increase  of  600  per 
cent,  in  a  half  century.  The  increase  in  the  growth  of 
our  peculiar  principles,  in  the  social  position  of  our  people, 
education  of  our  ministry,  and  growth  of  our  institutions 
has'been  commensurate  with  our  increase  in  numbers.  In 
all  this  marvellous  work  the  Home  Board  has  had  an  hon- 
orable part.

KEPOKT  ON    FOREIGN  MISSIONS. 

The  Baptists  of  Alabama  are  asked  to  sustain  by  their 
sympathy,  prayers  and  money  the  work  of  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  tfce  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  With- 
out an  intelligent  conception  of  the  magnitude  and  import- 
ance of  that  work,  we  cannot  hope  that  our  people  will 
give  such  co-operation  as  its  greatness  demands.      The  ob- 
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ject  of  this  report,  therefore,  is  to  present  as  briefly  us  pos- 
sible, facts  and  figures  gathered  from  the  last  report  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  reviewing  the  work  for  the  year 
ending  April  30,  1894. 

Our  Papal  Missions  embrace  Italy,  Brazil,  and  Mexico. 
Brother  Taylor's  latest  report  of  the  work  in  Italy  indi- 
cates considerable  progress  in  one  or  another  direction. 
Number  of  baptisms,  38;  members,  372.  While  obstacles 
are  great  where  Romanism  has  reigned  for  ages,  and  while 
our  missionaries  have  many  seasons  of  grief  they  also 
have  times  of  rejoicing.  Wide  seed-sowing  is  being  done 
in  Italy  and  the  time  of  harvest  will  surely  come.  Brother 
Kager  says:  "In  looking  back  over  the  year,  we  feel  that 
we  have  reason  to  thank  God  and  take  courage." 

In  spite  of  the  war  in  Brazil,  which  greatly  disturbed 
the  work  there,  we  have  much  for  which  we  can  praise  God. 
Baptisms,  159;  members,  519. 

In  Mexico  a  comparatively  large  force  of  Missionaries 
under  the  direction  of  Brother  W.  D.  Powell,  are  earnestly 
at  work.  The  year  has  been  one  of  great  blessing  on  this 
field.  These  statistics  are  full  of  interest  and  encourage- 
ment:

Our  Pagan  Missions  are  located  in  Japan,  Africa  and 
China. 

In  Japan,  Brother  McCollum  (our  McCollum),  Mrs. 
McCollum  and  Brother  E.  N.  Walne  and  Mrs.  Walne, 
with  four  native  assistants,  constitute  our  force  in  this 
this  great  empire.  The  work  was  begun  in  1889.  One 
church  and  six  stations.  Baptisms,  9;  members,  31. 
Brother  McCollum  writes:  44The  seeds  sown  have  hardly 
had  time  to  bear  fruit,  but  there  is  much  in  the  work  to 
encourage  us.  I  ask  you  to  say  to  the  brethren  of  the 
South  that  we  do  not  plead  for  houses  for  ourselves,  nor 
for  school  buildings,  nor  even  for  church  buildings;  but 
we  do  plead  for  men— men  to  help  us  preach  the  gospel  to 
nine  million  heathen  at  our  very  doors." 

In   Africa   we   have   9    missionaries,   7   assistants,    5 
churches,  166  members,  24  baptisms;  contributions  $123.50. 
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Brother  Newton  says:  "The  Lord  is  greatly  blessing-  our 
work.  To  His  name  be  all  honor  and  praise.  Pray  for  us 
that  wc  may  be  full  of  the  Spirit  and  power  to  succeed  in 
saving-  souls." 

The  China  Missions  are  divided  into  three:  Northern, 
Central,  and  Southern.  Brother  Pruitt,  of  Northern  China, 
says:  "God  has  blessed  us  and  we  g-ive  thanks  to  his  Holy 
Name."  One  has  said  of  Central  China:  "We  feel  that 
(rod  has  not  withheld  His  blessing's  from  us."  Of  South- 
ern China  it  may  truly  be  said:  "The  Lord  is  with  us — 
His  cause  is  advancing."  In  the  China  Missions — churches, 
13;  baptisms,  222;  membership,  1,068. 

Alabama  Baptists  contributed  to  Foreign  Missions  for 
the  year  ending  April  30th,  1894,  $7,847.08— a  fraction 
over  seven  cents  per  member.  In  addition  to  the  above,  it 
is  pleasant  to  note  that  Women's  Mission  Societies  con- 
tributed $1,170.00. 

In  presenting*  this  report  to  the  convention,  the  follow- 
ing is  offered  in  conclusion: 

As  has  been  stated  in  so  many  of  our  recent  Baptist 
assemblies,  the  most  important  of  all  questions  connected 
with  our  Mission  Work  at  home  and  abroad,  is  the  ques- 
tion of  "Ways  and  Means."  How  may  we  reach  the  rank 
and  file  of  our  membership  so  that  every  one  may  be  in- 
duced to  do  something"  to  advance  the  cause  of  our  Re- 
deemer among  the  nations  of  the  earth?  How  may  the 
over  one  hundred  thousand  of  Baptists  in  Alabama  be 
reached  and  caused  to  contribute  to  missions?  This  is  the 
great  problem,  and  to  reach  its  solution  may  God's  Spirit 
guide  us  in  our  deliberations.

RKPORT   ON   SUNDAY   SCHOOLS. 

We  have  in  Alabama  about  sixteen  hundred  churches, 
and  over  109,000  communicants.  We  ought  to  have  seven- 
teen hundred  Sunday  schools  and  an  enrollment  of  125,000. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  have  only  about  seven  hundred 
schools  with  an  enrollment  of  about  30,000. 

As  Christians,  and  as  Baptists,  we  cannot  afford  for 
this  state  of  things  to  continue.  How  can  it  be  most  easily 
corrected? 

Let  our  pastors  and  live  laymen  determine  that  there 
shall  be  a  school  in  every  church  in  Alabama.  Look  out 
for  the  schoolhouses  remote  from  churches,  and  where  at  all 
practicable  organize  a  school.  Let  our  associations  or- 
ganize Sunday  school  conventions  and  get  the  Sunday 
school  workers  together  occasionally.  This  work,  earnestly, 
patiently  and  persistently  followed,  will  bring  gratifying 
results,  substituting  knowledge  for  ignorance,  power  for 
weakness,  love  for  hate,  life  for  death.     There  is  a  slow 
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but  healthy  growth  along-  these  lines. 

The  Sunday  School  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  is  doing-  a  great  deal  to  stimulate  Sunday  school 
work  throughout  the  bounds  of  that  body,  especially  in 
Texas,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  Tennessee,  West- 
ern North  Carolina,  and  Florida.  The  literature  which  it 
is  publishing-  is  unsurpassed  by  any  similar  periodicals.  In 
addition  to  its  many  other  excellent  features,  it  has  added 
a  missionary  training-  feature,  which  makes  it  the  best  for 
our  schools. 

The  Board  has  begun  work  in  Bible  distribution,  the 
necessity  for  which  has  been  made  manifest  by  constant 
and  pressing-  appeals  from  many  places.  Its  Bible  and 
missionary  work  is  carried  on  out  of  its  own  funds,  no  col- 
lections having-  been  taken  for  this  work. 

The  success  of  the  Board  has  been  wonderful,  its 
receipts  last  year  amounting-  to  over  $50,000. 

We  most  heartily  and  enthusiastically  commend  the 
Board,  its  periodical  and  missionary  work,  to  our  brethren 
throughout  the  State. 

We  recommend  that  our  schools  order  their  literature 
throug-h   the   State    Board   of   Missions   at    Montgomery, 
which,  while  it  adds  nothing  to  the  cost  of  the  literature, 
puts  some  money  into  the  hands  of  the  Board.

the  Havana  hospital  for  women  and  children,  and  aid  to 
the  local  churches  in  every  good  word  and  work*. 

Krncst  1>  irocio,  the  Mexican  youth  educated  by  the 
Anniston  Sunbeams,  is  preaching  the  gospel  in  Mexico; 
and  that  model  Sunbeam  band  is  now  educating  a  girl  in 
this  country. 

The  Southside  Sunday  School,  Birmingham,  continues 
to  sustain  a  girl  in  the  Madero  Institute. 

Miss  Hartwell  is  supported  in  Canton  by  the  women  of 
tin'  Birmingham  Association.

At  the  recent  meeting  in  Dallas  of  the  Southern  Bap- 
list  Convention,  a  request  was  made  of  the  women  con- 
nected with  that  grand  organization,  to  help  lift  the  heavy 
debt  from  the  Foreign  Mission  Board.  The  response  from 
the  Woman's  Missionary  Union,  then  in  session,  was  most 
hearty;  and  a  resolution  was  passed  asking  our  women  to 
raise  $5,000.  Of  this  amount  $50)  was  apportioned  to 
Alabama. 

This  action  of  the  Union  has  been  cordially  endorsed 
by  our  Alabain  i  societies,  and  many  have  already  liberally 
responded.
